Mr. Graham explained that he had worked with his brother- 
in-law, Dr. W. E. B. Du Bois, in Africa, prior to Du Bois' 
death. He said that his sister, Shirley Graham, widow 
of Dr. Du Bois, was at that time employed as administrator 
of the government operated television broadcasting 
stations in jGhana. The Ghana government had accepted 
Shirley's proposal and installed its television 
equipment in such a manner that conversion to color tele- 
vision would be easy. She had set up broadcasts for the 
president of Ghana, patterned after the so-called 
"fireside chats" of the late President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt. Even though she was this close to the top 
government officials in Ghana, she had her own personal 
problems in administering her government television post 
for two reasons. First, the men under her supervision, 
resented having a woman boss; and secondly, although she 
had renounced her United States citizenship, she was still 
considered a "foreigner" as an ex-American and many people 
in Ghana felt that such a post should have gone to native 
born citizen of Ghana. Shirley travels all over Europe 
picking up good communist educational programs to be shown 
on the Ghana government operated television, according to 
her brother. 

Mr. Graham said that the land in Ghana is not 
individually owned, but all belongs to the government. 
Persons may use the land alloted to them as long as they 
desire; but when they no longer use it or vacate it, it 
is given to another citizen for use. The government sees 
to it that its citizens are prope'rly paid for their work, 
and that they do not become enslaved by domestic or 
foreign capitalists, as has been ,the case in much of 
Africa elsewhere. 

Despite "Ghana's Giant Step Forward" (the topic 
of his presentation), according to Mr. Graham, they have a 
grave shortage^ of hospitals, doctors and teachers. He 
said that in fact educators in all fields are needed and 

for the most part are welcome, but more especia lly if 

they are of Negroid ethnic stock. According tol

Foreign capital is also welcome in Ghana, but 
because of the controlled economy, no one from the out^ 
side could expect to get rich quick.
